Hammond, Wexner agree: 
Center key city project

The proposed $182 million 
New World Center is an impor- 
tant project for the City of 
Columbus’ future, Columbus 
billionaire Les Wexner says. 
And, -he agrees it should be 
built with the maximum feasi- 
ble level of minority business 
participation. 

In a recent interview. with 
The CALL & POST, Wexner 
described the Center as fitting 
a broader, more cosmopolitan 
vision of Columbus, one which 
would make the city “a great 
city.” Agreeing with him was 
city council president Jerry 
Hammond, who is also a sup- 


_porter of the Center. 


“We can never be agreat city 
unless we have the things a 
great city has,” Wexner said, 
adding that those things 
include a viable downtown and 
a convention facility. “Compo- 
nents have to be nationally 
competitive, because those are 
the things a city has to.sell.” 

Wexner argued that the pro- 
ject will “create economic 


opportunity,” and will assist in 
developing a “halo” of new 
businesses, hotels, and other 
amenities to service the people 
coming to the center. 

Noting the current descrip- 
tion of much of the land around 
the center site, Wexner added, 


“the highest and best use (of 
the surrounding land) won't be 
warehouses.” 
“It is a positive for the city, a 
positive for the near east side.” 
Hammond said he. saw the 


near east side “as being an

OSU/BLSA civil rights confab addresses affirmative action

The OSU Black Law Student 
Association's recent two-day 
conference on Civil Rights.and 
Affirmative Action brought an 
impressive array of dignitaries 
from the legal and professional 
communities together for aser- 
ies of panel discussions in pur- 
suit of progressive civil rights 
and affirmative action policies. 

Highlighting the conference 
was a debate between Mary 
Frances Berry of the U.S. 
Commission on Civil Rights 
and Steve Mathews of the US. 
Juetice Department, on 
whether the policies of the 
Reagan administration con- 
cerning minorities and women 
are consistent with the Consti- 
tution and with basic principles 
of justice and equality. OSU 
Professor of Law David Gold- 
berger se*-ed as moderator. 

Mathews, who is special 
counsel to fhe assistant attor- 
ney general for the civil rights 
division of the Justice Depart- 
ment. began the contest by 


attesting to a policy of color- 
blindness, which he said is the 
“basis of the Reagan adminis- 
tration's policy. Rights inhere 
in individuals and thus equality 
and justice are individual 
properties. Civil rights law is 
based on and reflect that pri- 
macy of the individual. Affirma- 
tive action in the sense of race 
conscious goals, quotas, and 
set asides is contrary to that 
fundamental premise of 
individuality.” 

Inrebuttal, Or. Berry said she 
is constantly told that there 
were no groups in America 
prior to the civil rights move- 
ment of the 1960's, only 
individuals. : 

“But Blacks were enslaved, 
not because their names were 
Sambo or Cudjo, but because 
they were Black,” Berry noted. 
“Women were subordinated, 
not because their names were 
June or Joan, but because they 
were women.” 

Indians were killed and 
placed on reserations, she 
said, not-because their names 
were Running Deer or Bull 
Feather, but because they were 
Indians 

And white males were in many 
ways advantaged, not because 
their names were good old 
John or Bill, but because they 
were white males. That is the 
reality of American History. If it 
had not existed, we wouldn't be 
faced with the problem of try- 
ing to remedy the reality of 
American History. You need 
group remedies to deal with 
group wrongs, petty ex- 
plained, 

Matthews contended that 
wrongs are done to individuals. 
“It doesn’t help someone to 
know that someone else is 
being taken care of because he 
was wronged. The 14th 
Ammendment requires equal 
protection of the laws for all 


memes dl 34M 
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persons, that is, individuals.” 

On the issues of goals in 
employment and timetables, 
Mathews argued that these 
concepts involved proper 
representation or utilization of 
racial, ethnic, or gender 
groups. “Group proportional- 
ity thus became a non sequitur 
of gross proportion and a fun- 
damentally flawed and, indeed; 
antithetical substitute for the 
principles of equal opportunity 
and discrimination,” he said. 
“The concept of group. propor- 
tionality becomes operative 
through devices such as 
employment goals, timetables, 
quotas, or set-asides. Essen- 
tially, this is discrimination to 
end all discrimination.” 

According to Dr. Berry, 
minority set-asides are like 
goals and timetables, for they 
create some stability. She said: 
“In government contract pro- 
grams where the taxpayers pay 
the money for contracts, there 
is a higher duty to the, Ameri- 
can people. It is absolutely 
incomprehensible that the fed- 
eral government should take 
all the taxpayers’ money and 
then only permit some people 
to have contracts with the fed- 
eral government and to have 
done so for so long and to do 
nothing about it.” 


Dr. Berry said that affirmative 
action and statistical remedies 
work better than not having them, 
and no ‘one has found a better 
alternative. Although her col- 
leagues say that time is a viable 
alternative, Or. Berry does not 
agree that the inequities will right 
themselves in time. ‘She also 
emphasized that affirmative action 
applies to sex discrimination as 
well as race discrimination. 

Dr. Berry, professor of History 
and Law, cited a study conducted 
through the Labor Department of 
68,000 employers under govern- 
ment contracts, all of whom had 
implemented goals and timetable 
remedies from 1972 to 1980 affect- 
ing 16 million workers. 

“The study showed a substantial 
increase in the number and per- 
centage of Blacks and women who 
got jobs and employment and 
income gains,” she said. On the 
issue of reversed discrimination, 
the study showed no displacement 
of white male's and no productivity 
deciine. 

According to Dr. Berry, the, 


Labor Department found that 


goals and timetables are not used 
as quotas. 

“| do not believe that timetables 
and goals will be abolished,” she 
asserted. “This is because busi- 
ness thrives on stability.” She also 
said that reparations for slavery 
make sense, but that Blacks would 
never get them. However, she, as 
did Martin Luther King, Jr., will

“| intend to be one of the leaders 
in the private affirmative action 
plan movement:if there is no 
legally enforced affirmative 
action, which means one should 
use all other measures, including 
civil disobedience under First 
Amendment rights, and other 
means to see that some opportun- 
ity is provided for people who have 
taken the trouble to educate and; 
train themselves and who are still 
left out in this society,” she said. 

After congratulating herself for 
winning the debate, Dr. Berry 
summed things up by saying that 
no one denies that the 14th 
Amendment requires equal pro- 
tection. “The question is, ‘What is 
equal protection?’ The question 
isn't whether there is discrimina- 
tion, it is, ‘What is defined as 
discrimination?” 

OSU Law Professor LeRoy -Per- 
nell said he was pleased to be a 
part of the planning stage of the 
BLSA sponsored conference, and 
that he was told it was the first sig- 
nificant conference on civil rights 
in the state of Ohio in at least fif- 
teen years. 

The conference was preceded 
by a series of lectures\at the OSU 
College of Law, April 8 through 10, 
on Affirmative Action Enforce-! 
ment in Franklin County, Affirma- 
tive Action Policies, and acriminal 
case study of the Franklin County 
Municipal Court which showed 
racial discrimination in the area of. 
sentencing. 

On April 11 and 12 the confer- 
ence included panel discussions 
on racially motivated violence, 
employment, womens’ rights,’ 
nousing discrimination, interna- 
tional human rights, education, 
voting rights and the political pro- 
cesses, and the role of the federal 
judiciary. 

Panelists forthe conference 
included three Black federal dis- 
trict court judges, Hon. U.W. 
Clemon, Hon. Nathanial Jones, 
and Hon. Henry Ramsey, Jr.; Alex 
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Rights, National Urban , 
OSU Dept. of Black otdtee ane 
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The séventh annual BLSA Ban- 
quet brought the highly attended 
conference to an end and featured 
Dr. Berry as the keynote speaker.

Black attorney in Columbus. 

Edward Cox, Jr. has been 
practicing law since 1973 after 
having graduated from the 
University of Michigan law 
school. He said, “Without a 
doubt; working with my father 
has been a very: positive 
experience.” 

Cox, Sr. first appeared 
before the Ohio industrial 
Commission in 1941 and suc- 
ceeded in securing an award 
for a widow in Akron. After- 
which he became an assistant 
in the City Attorney's Office 
where he’ set up the Bureau of 
Industrial Relations and was 
the first Black to prosecute in 
the police and traffic courts. 

From 1941 to 1946 Cox 
served as president. of the 
Columbus NAACP. During his 
presidency the organization 
grew from 39 members to 3,500 
members and established a 
paid executive secretary 
position. 

"The organization was 
involved in a lot of general pub- 
lic work in trying to get Blacks 
employed at the Curtis-Wright 
Facility and the. Columbus 
General Depot, which is now 
the DCSC,” Cox said. “Based 
on Roosevelt's executive order 
of no discrimination in the 
armed forces, we were able to 
get the first three Black women 
hired at the depot and we hada

hard time doing it.” 

In 1954 Cox left the City 
Attorney's Office and went 
into private practice. “! was 
told | was making a mistake 
because | had two children and 
we had just built ahome,” Cox 
said. “But | did make more 
money in private practice.” 

Today the Cox Company of 
licensed attorneys has clients 
throughout Ohio, including 
Cleveland, Columbus, Akron, 
Oberlin, Elyria, Springfield, 
Circleville, Chilticothe, 
Newark, Zanesville, Mansfield, 
and Delaware.

old organizations.” 

Harper said at the annual 
board meeting April 9: “Yes, 
we've got a fot to be proud of 
and thankful for. In the last 
year we completely reorgan- 
ized the fiscal department. Our 
taxes and health insurance 
payments are current, and our 
bills paid on time.”

Years, ago, many Americans 
celebrated May 1, as May Day, 
a day which was set aside as 
festive day of fun and games 
for children. The most lasting 
symbol of that time is the May 
Pole. 

During the long freeze of the 
Cold War, the United States 
and the Soviet Union did not 
talk to each other about their 
desires for peace but demon- 
strated their superiority with 
massive displays of weapons. 
On May 1, the Soviets cele- 
brate their way of life. Initially, 
as a counter demonstration, 
Law Day has progress to an 
American celebration of our 
way of life; a society based 
upon laws which guarantees 
certain individual freedoms 
that should not be violated. 

The last segment of America 
to receive the freedoms that 
Law Day-commemorates has 
been Black America. As we 
move further into the era of the 
Yuppie and Buppie, where 
those who have, have lost 
much of the commitment from 
the 60's and 70's to insure that 
others receive a small portion 
of America’s wealth.

workplace, sexual jokes, 
unwanted bodycontact, 
attempted rape and rape. The 
sexual harrasser may be -an 
employer, supervisor, teacher, 
co-worker, client or customer. 

Sexual harassment occurs 
throughout our society includ- 
ing on the street, in the class- 
room. and especially in the 
workplace where it has particu- 
larly serious consequences for 
the victim. Sexual harassment 
not only creates stress and 
anxiety, but it becomes coer- 
cive when it is supported.and 
reinforced by economic 
power. The distinct message, 
either direct or implied, is that 
non-compliance or reporting 
of the harassment will lead to 
penalties. 


These can include escala- 
tion of the sexual demands or 
other forms of harassment 
such’ as poor work assign- 
ments, sabotaging of a victim's 
work, ridicule, unsatisfactory 
job evaluations, threatened 
demotions, transfers, denial of 
raises, benefits, and promo- 
tions, undesirable shift 
assignments, negative aca- 
demic standing, dismissal from 
a job and/or a poor job refer- 
ence. Some studies have 
shown that Black women are 
particularly susceptible to the 
acts of sexual harassment 
because as sole providers for 
themselves and their families, 
they are less likely to report 
such illegal behavior for fear 
of losing their jobs. 

In an effort to address this 
employment problem, the 
Equal Employment Opportun- 
ity Commission issued guide- 
lines during 1980 in this area of 
job discrimination. The guide- 
lines provide that harassment 
on the basis of sex, including 
sexual harassment, is a viola- 


tion of Title VII of the 1964 Civil 
Rights Act. The guidelines 
provide that acts of sexual 
harassment may be either 
physical or verbal in nature. 
The E.E.0.C. guidelines pro- 
vide that an employer is 
responsible for the acts of its 
supervisory employees or 
agents regardless of whether. 
the acts were authorized or 
forbidden by the employer and 
regardless of whether the 
employer knew or should have 
known of the acts. There are 
also circumstances when the 
employer is responsible for the 
acts of co-workers and even 
members of the general public. 

Under Title Vil and Ohio 
Revised Code Chapter 4112, 
employees should be afforded 
a working environment free of 
discriminatory intimidation 
whether based on sex, race, 
religion, national origin, or 
handicap. Therefore, the 
employer has an affirmative 
duty to maintain a workplace 
free of sexual harassment and 
intimidation. It is recognized 
that the best way to achieve an 
environment free of sexual : 
harassment is to prevent the 
occurrence of sexual harass- 
ment by utilizing appropriate 
methods to alert the employ- 
ees to the problem and to 
stress that sexual harassment, 
in any form, will not be toler- 
ated. Employers are encour- 
aged to take all steps neces- 
sary for the prevention of 
sexual harassment and the 
EEOC guidelines gives the fol- 
lowing as examples of steps 
which might be deemed 
necessary: ~ 

e Affirmatively raising the 
subject; 

e Expressing strong dis- 
approval; 

e Developing appropriate 
sanctions; 

“e Informing employees of 
their rights to raise the issue of 
sexual harassment under Title 
Vil and Chapter 4112. 

® To develop methods to 
sensitize all concerned.

RELIGIOUS BIAS ALLEGED 


Inmates file $1.6 million suit 
against Chillicothe institution

Seventh-Day Adventist pri- 
soners at the Chillicothe Cor- 
rectional Institute are seeking 
$1.6 mitlion in punitive and 
compensatory damages for 
alleged discrimination and 
harassment in practicing their 
religion in the facility. 

The plaintiffs presented their 
case April 14 before U.S. Mag- 
istrate Mark R. Abel in a trial in 
U.S. District Court. 

Both parties have 30 days to 
submit their briefs on the 
issues before Magistrate Abel's 
final ruling, according to court 
records. 

The 1981 lawsuit was filed 
against the superintendent, 
chaplains and other staff 
members at the institute. 


In the suit, the inmates allege 
that the defendants have 
“knowingly and willfully con- 
spired to derr've them of their 
rights to freely exercise their 
religion.” 

The plainitis. Hicnarc Wise 
Jr., Jesse Hanks Jr., James Tul- 
lis, Lewis Carter, and Dennis 
Harris are supported by the 
Allegheny West Conference of 
Seventh-Day Adventist, 1339 
E. Broad St. 

The suit also contends that 
the defendants’ actions were 
deliberate and malicious, and 
that the defendants were indif- 
ferent to the religious beliefs of 
the plaintiffs, who are Seventh- 
Day Adventists.

Prysock was alleged to have 
stabbed his father to death dure 
ing an argument. The elder 
Leroy Prysock, 67, of the same 
address, had been drinking 
with his son, according to a 
court testimony. 

Homicide Detective Clar- 
ence Sorrell said after the 


;. younger Prysock was arrested 


and charged, he was questi- 
oned by him. 

After the questioning, Sorrell 
left the room, and somehow 


forgot to turn off the tape 


recorder, according to Assist- 
ant County Prosecutor Jeff 
Moore. 

Moore said there was a 
sound of a fist hitting a table 
and a chair being kicked in the 
room, and then Prysock said, 
“Don't drink and drive. Don't 
drink at home either.” 

The tape was heard by the 
jury during trial. 

Moore said while the elder 
Prysock and his'son were 
drinking at the Berkeley Road 
address a fight started, and the 
elder Prysock locked himself in 
a room. 

Moore said evidence showed 
that the younger Prysock 
kicked in the door and attacked 
his father. 

Elder Prysock died of 27 stab 
wounds in the chest. Detective 
Sorrell said the younger Pry- 
sock was arrested and charged 
with robbery and drug abuse 
13 years ago.

We have heard the swelling cry 
of'so many of the city’s political 
leadership that the passage of 
issue 1, for COTA and the New 
World Center is absolutely 
necessary for the city’s-eco- 
nomic health. 

Despite our skepticism, we are 
endorsing the measure. How- 
ever, we can only endorse it with 
the understanding that the city's 
Black population will get some- 
thing more from this venture 
than merely the lip-service of the 


citv's financial leadership. 
It seems to us that so many of 


the city’s financial movers and 
shakers have maintained a stu- 
died indifference to the needs of 
Columbus’ Black community. 

In fact, it seems that the only 
time we, as a community, are 
able to get these business lead- 
ers to make even the most minor 
concessions is when we have 
something they need. 

‘With Issue 1, there is another, 
more basic need -- Black votes. 
Supporters of Issue 1, most ke 
of which is the chamber of Com- 
merce, recognize that there is 
some opposition to the tax levy 


to fund the $182-million center. 
Of course, in a close election, 


the support of Black voters is 
needed. Yet, Black voters 
throughout this process have 
been treated as near-useless 
appendages and not as integral 
parts of the puzzle. 

When the Convention Facili- 
ties Authority, which has the 
responsibility for operating. the 
Center, was formed, it was 
formed with almost no input from 
anyone Black. 

While the law requires some 
minority business involvement in 
the Center, we have not heard 
the community's business and 
financial leadership coming for- 
ward with what it might view as a 
comprehensive minority devel- 
opment plan. . 

Yet, we endorse Issue 1. Why? 
Because we believe that, if the 
business. community keeps its 


promises to Black people -- and 
adds to those promises -- there 
will be opportunity generated by 
Issue 1. And, we recognize that 
COTA, which is the major source 
of transportation for many poor 
people, will benefit by the tax. 
The expenditure of $182 mil- 
lion over three years could be 
beneficial to the Black. commun- 
ity -- if Blacks-participate in the 
design, construction, and opera- 
tion of the Center. We believe the 
business leadership should 
commit to 30 percent of the pre- 
construction work, 10 percentof 
the construction work; and 30 
.percent of the post construction 
work going to minority business 
- enterprises. ‘ 


We believe that the business | 


community should require that 
all contractors working on the 
site operate on the city's goals 
for minority and female employ- 
ment in the construction trades, 
and that affirmative action will be 
followed in the hiring of all the 
positions in and around the 
Center. Pe 

We believe that the city’s banks 
andinsurancecompanies 
should develop a pool of loan and 
bonding capabilities -- starting at 
upwards of $10 million -- to help 
provide working capital and 
bonding for minority firms degir- 
ing to work on the Center. 

We believe that the CFA 
should appoint a Black staff per- 
son who will have, as one of his 
primary duties, the responsibility 
to monitor these accords, and 
has the programmatic clout todo 
what needs to be done. 

We also believe, unfortunately, 
that we have been fed too often 
the blue smoke and mirrors of 
promises that have only margi- 
nally been kept. These are prom- 
ises which are tangible, and easy 
to measure. We think they are 
reasonable and attainable. 

And we support Issue | 
because we are convinced they 
will be done. 


For the school levy 


The Call and Post has consist- 
ently supported the Columbus 
Public Schools’ levies, because 
we believe that they are neces- 
sary to ensure the effective oper- 
ation of our city's schools. We 
support, as well, Issue 2, the 7.94 
mill levy, which will raise more 
than $20 million, to help offset an 
estimated $17.7 million deficit by 
June, 1987. 

Yet, we have some concerns 
about the operation of the school 
system. We do not believe in 
starving the schools, but we do 
want to make sure.that what they 
are eating makes Black children 
grow. 

In this regard, we share the 
concerns of the local NAACP. In 
a recent statement, the NAACP 
said that, “as state and federal 
funding sources remain erratic, 
the public schools must have 
increased local support if they 
are to remain viable.” 

Yet, we believe that we share 
the concerns of many Black par- 
ents who see their children going 
into a system which is almost 
alien to them. We-have received 

omplaints that many of the 
leaders in the city’s Career cen- 
ters have not been supportive of 
the needs of. Black.peaple-beth 
in the administration of the 
schools and as students. 

We have received reports -- 
indeed, from the system's own 
Black administrators -- that 
Blacks, teachers and administra- 
tors, have been mistreated in the 
school system. 


We still recognize that Black 
children are disciplined in the 
schools in numbers dispropor- 
tionate to their population. 

Indeed, we see a school sys- 
tem which is wrestling with 
serious issues of annexation and 
white flight, and we wonder how 
the administrators will confront 
these issues to the benefit of 
Black people. 

We support the schools, 
because the schools need our 
support. But we must not give the 
school system a blank check to 
do--whatever it wants with the 
money. We must compel the sys- 
tem to be accountable to us for 
its stewardship of our dollars. 

As State Rep. Ray Miller 
pointed out in a recent article, 
the school system is becoming 
increasingly Black, and soon our 
children will be a majority of 
those in the system. Just as the 
system is becoming increasingly 
Black, it is also becoming 
increasingly poor. 

The administration faces a 
tremendous challenge in educat- 
ing these, our children. We must 
help them meet that challenge; 
yet we must also be vigilant to 
ensure that our needs -- our

The involvement of many of 
the district's teachers in these 
programs has helped, in part, 
to improve discipline, reduce 
the number of dropouts, 
increase attendance, and 
improve test scores. 

Since 1981, the dropout rate 
in Columbus Schools has 
declined from 7.3: percent. to 
2.1 percent. Among Black stu- 
dents in the district, the dro- 
pout rate is 1.4 percent. The 
district also has achieved a 91 
percent attendance rate, the 
highest rate among large city 
districts’in the state. In addi- 
tion, Scholastic Aptitude Test 
(SAT) scores for Columbus 
students have topped the 
national average four years ina 
row. 

One of the supervisors of the 
school system's training pro- 
grams is Diana Williams. 
According to Williams, the way 
ateacher “perceives” a student 
often affects the way that 
teacher works with the student 
in the classroom. For example, 
if a teacher perceives the stu- 
dent as being able and willing 
to learn, the teacher's interac- 


\ tion with that student will be 


supportive and motivating. 
However, if the tender thinks 
the student is not interested in 
learning, athe teacher may not 
give as much support and 
attention to the child. 

One of the district's training 
programs which addresses 
teacher expectations in the 
classroom is TESA, which 
stands for Tender Expectation 
Student Achievement. TESA 
training helps teachers learn 
techniques’ that make them 
interact positively with all the 
students in their classroom on 
an equal basis.

“Over 700 teachers and 
administrator have received 
TESA training during the past 
five years,” said Williams. “A 
significant number of these 
teachers have reported that all 
of their students have made 
significant academic gains in 
the classroom. 

Equally important, discipline 
problems have been reduced 
significantly. By using their 
TESA training, the teachers get 
to know their students on a 
personal basis. They have a 
greater understanding of their 
students’ bagkgrounds, inter- 
ests, and aspirations. Because 
of this, their students feel com- 
fortable in the classroom and 
are successful in their school 
work. They also want to stay in 
school.” 

Columbus Public Schools 
haveebéen so successful in 
their TESA training that the 
district is one of four national 


training sites for teachers from - 


across the country, . 

Another of the district's suc- 
cessful staff training programs 
is the School Improvement 
Program (SIP). 

“This program speaks 
directly to the issue of equaliz- 
ing educational opportunities 
among ‘disadvantaged stu- 
dents and higher income stu- 
dents,” noted Williams. 

SIP training stresses that a 
school can be effective even 
though it may have a prepond- 
erance of low income students. 
To do this, the school must 
incorporate seven principles 
into its daily operation. These 
are: a sense of mission, strong 
building leadership, high 
expectations for students and 
staff, monitoring of student 
progress, sufficient opportun- 
ity to learn, safe and orderly 
environment, and strong ties to 
parents and the community. 

The results of the program 
are impressive. In each of the 
15 schools where SIP has been 
established, students have 
shown gains in learning read- 
ing and mathematics skills. 

“All of our training programs 
are designed Ito insure that our 
teacher are adequately trained 
to deal with the diverse student 
population you find in our 
schools,” said Williams. ‘All 
children are capable of learn- 
ing. The keyis to provide a 
school staff and a classroom 
setting that will encourage 
each-child to succeed.”

Columbus’ convention 
industry is strong and growing 
stronger, thanks to the efforts 
of Jim King, general sals direc- 
tor of the Greater Columbus 
Conventionand Visitors 
Bureau. King, one of a growing 
number of Blacks employed in 
the hospitality industry, pro- 
motes Columbus’ convention 
capabilities to associations 
nationwide. His job involves a 
great deal of marketing and 
public relations 

Before arriving at-the Con- 
vention Bureau, King left a 
position with International 
Harvester as a personnel tech- 
nican to join one of the largest 
hotels in(Columbus -- the She- 
raton Columbus Plaza. 

“The excitement of working 
for a major downtown hotel 
and being a part of the growth 
of Columbus seemed very 
challenging,’ King says. ‘‘l 
wanted to be a part of this 
excitement and.even though |! 
had strong administrative 
skilis, which was what got me 
in the door, | chose to begin as 
a secretary to learn from the 
.ground up. 

King noted that the Sheraton 
was a great place to learn 
about Columbus and to learn 
hotel business from profes- 
sionals in the industry. His 
strong determination to bé a 
part of Columbus’ growth and 
to share in its rewards kept him, 
going. ‘The experience and 
knowledge | learned from the 
hotel business h as helped me 
to move forward in this -fast- 
paced industry and to share 
what I've learned with others 
who are involved in this area,” 
King said. 

While at the Sheraton, King 
became involved in salees and 
worked his way up the ladder 
to be an assistant director of 
sales. As the only Black pro- 
fessional in Columbus during 
that time to be the hospitality 
field, Jim has gained a national 
reputation for getting things 
done and getting them done 
right. 

Presently, continuing his 
strong push for more minori- 
ties to enter the hospitality 
market, King states up-front, 
“the climb wasn't easy: in fact, 
at times it was down-right hard, 
but if you're aggressive and 
determined, even the impossi- 
ble can be achieved.”

tist Convention to atleast show 
these organizations our inter- 
est in hosting their groups-- 
although present space will not 
allow us to be seriously consi- 
derd,” King asserted. 

An estimated 200 minority 
organizations hold n ational 
conventions each year. 
Although the minority conven- 
tion marketis not new, it is an 
important market which 
spends approximately $2.5 bil- 
lion annually, and that figure is 
growing, according to King. He 
also admits that Columbus’ 
convention business is healthy 
and growing, but more space is 
needed. 


“The New World Center will 


definitely be a plus for Colum- 
bus. ‘Minorities are putting 
large sums of money in the 
convention industry and 
Columbus should be in a posi- 
tion to attract those dollars,” 

Black convention planners 
are coordinators agree with 
King’s enthusiasm in that they 
regard Columbus as.an ideal 
location Ifor convention busi- 
ness. “We would have never 
received our convention if 
there was not a Jim King,” 
explained Yolanda Robinson, 
conference planner for the 
Department of Black Studies at 
the Ohio State University: “It 
took us 15 years to finally con- 
vince our.decision-makers to 
come to Columbus and when 
they actually said yes, the 
community showed our guests 
the warmest greeting. Jimis a 
good salesperson for Colum- 
bus and Columbus is a good 
place for conventions.” 

Adam Troy, coordinator for 
the upcoming Morhouse/S- 
pelman Midwest Regional 
Conference, shares Yoland's 
enthusiasm for both the Con- 
vention Bureau and Jim's 
expertise and knowledge. “Jim 
has established a reputation 
for quality and excellence not 
only in the hospitality industry 
but in the Black community as 
well. He continues to be a con- 
structive force in the commun- 
ity and has proven to be an 
integral part of the Columbus 
Convention & Visitors 
Bureau,” Troy added. 

King stated that Columbus is 


regarded as a city that is con-' 


ducive to minority conventions 


regardless of previous prob- | 


lems with its image. 

“The Greater Columbus 
Convention & Visitors Bureau 
has adopted a new administra- 
tion:style under the guidance 
of Melvin B. Doge, president. 
Dodge's administrative and 
negotiating talents are bolster- 
ing the Bureau's efforts in lur- 
ing conventions to Columbus, 
King said. 

When asked his standspoint 
on the New World Center, King

seriously attempt to go after

them. And, once we do receive 
confirmations of hosting these 
larger conventions, transporta- 
tion within the city is avery vital 
issue.” 

The average exhibition 
space in competing cities is 
approximately 303,000 square 
feet. Although Columbus 
hosted 855 conventions in 
1985 (representing 450,000 
people who spent $215.5 mil- 
lion), its 90,000 square feet of 
existing convention space, was 
just not enough to accomodate 
another approximately 114 
conventions which were inter- 
ested in coming. Instead, the 
organizations spent their 
money in other cities including 
indianapolis, Pittsburgh, Phi- 
ladelphia, Atlanta, Boston, 
Detroit, and Las Vegas. 

it is estimated that approxi- 
mately 3,600 jobs will be 
created in construction- 
related areas and more than 
2,000. permanent jobs will be 


created in the hotel and hospi-, 


tality industry -- all as a result 


of the New World Center.

Jones believes the Center 
can help make Columbus a 
major convention city. “Ohio 
receives a disproportionately 
low share of major convention 
business, not because Ohio is 
a bad place to go but because 
there is lack of suitable: facili- 
ties,” Jones added. “Building 
the New World Center will 
make Columbus 4 major player 
on the national scene and help 
bring this business to Ohio.” 


Heads of both local party 
organizations recently urged 
the Columbus community to 
vote on Issues 1 and 2. 

“With all the hoopla that's 
been generated over the gov- 
ernor’s primary races, | think 
some Democratic and inde- 
pendent voters may forget 
there are two extremely impor- 
tant issues on the May 6 ballot 
-- Issues 1 and 2,” Franklin 
County Democratic Party 
Chairman Don Spicer said. 

Spicer endorsed Issue 2, the 
7.94 mill levy for the Columbus 
Public Schools. - 

“Passage of issue 2 is essen- 
tial for maintaining a quality 
education program for Colum- 
bus students,” Spicer said. 
“The schools need our help, 
and they will need every vote 
possible on May 6." 


Terry Casey, executive 
director of the Franklin County 
Republican Party, echoed 
Spicer's sentiments. 


“Regardless of political affi- 
liation, it is the responsibility of 
all citizens to vote in the May 6 
primary,”’ Casey said. “Impor- 
tant issues are being decided 
which will affect the future of 
our young people and the 
future direction of this 
community.” 


Casey added that, in order to 
vote on the issues, a voter need 
not declare a political party. 

The Franklin County Repub- 
lican Club, the county's organ- 
ization of Black Republicans, 
has endorsed four-term gover- 
nor James. A. Rhodes in his 
effort to unseat incumbent 
Democratic Governor Richard 
F. Celeste. 


Lioyd D. Martin, club presi- 
dent, said that Rhodes’ “track 
record in the Black community 
is unchallengeable. (He) has 
provided needed jobs for 
Blacks in Columbus, and has 
strongly supported education 
for students throughout Ohio.”

CBAA endorses Issue 2 ™ 


Neither black America nor 
white America speaks with a 
single voice, however; accord- 
ing to Ron Jackson, president 
of the Colurnbus Black Admin- 
istrators' Assocation, his 
organization met at the She- 
pard Center on Wednesday, 
April 10, 1986 to formally 
endorse the 7.94 -- mill real 
estate tax levy, ISSUE 2, which 
will appear on the May 6 ballot 

The resolution of endorse- 
ment was unanimously 
accepted by the association, 
and the black administrators 
agreed to take an active up- 
frent role in designing and 
implementing strategies for 
waging a successful campaign 
for the levy's passage.

-- president 
continue existing programs 
and the balance would be used 
to implement new programs. 

The Columbus Black Admin- 
istrators’ Association realizes 
that the total Columbus com- 
munity must be sold on the 
need for the levy’s passage. To 
that end, the organization's 
membership will mailin excess 
of10,000 personally addressed 
post cards encouraging pas- 
sage of the levy during the 
week of April 21. Additionally, 
the Black administrators will 
go one step further on Satur- 
day, May 3, and conduct 
between the hours of 11:00 
a.m. and 2:00 p.m., at'East High 
School, what has been termed 


the “Walk-and-Talk Saturday.” 
According to. Jackson, Black 
Administrators realize that tra- 
ditionally, the black commun- 
ity has been a strong advocate 
of public education,and to 
ensure that the black commun- 
ity receives preferential treat- 
ment and the black vote mate- 
rializes, members of the 
Columbus Black Administra- 
tors' Association will walk 
door-to-door in Black com- 
munities distributing literature 
and exptaining why passage of 
the 7.94 mill levy is crucial to 
the black community. 


Other Association activities 
promoting passage of the levy 
include a ribbon campaign; 
soliciting social club endorse- 
ments; and Association repre- 
sentatives personally contact- 
ing ward and committee 
people, community leaders, 
and public office holders and 
encourage them to support the 
levy.
